A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 16 & 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Garvison 5,871,004. 

Garvison shows a bowstring release including a housing 

12; a trigger lever 34 that requires a constant travel 

distance to disengage step 32 from tab 17 of sear 18 and 

thus release the sear; and a trigger adjustment mechanism 

coaxial with the housing, including an adjuster dial 42 

which may be threaded into the housing (column 6, lines 17- 

25), and a spring or "adjuster" 40 in contact with the dial 

42. Although not specifically described by Garvison, the 

dial 42 would inherently compress the spring 40 as it is 

screwed into the housing, thus adjusting the trigger force.
